to hope ſo. But inreturn, I have no=-

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thing to ſend you, but the like Tidings 
of more Diſaſters, and that is, of the 
oreat danger the Town and Garriſon of 
T angier-{eems to be in at this thine ; be- 
ing, tis credibly reported hereunder a 
_ Hlockade, and in ſome Diſtreſs, for 
there are many thouſand Moorg Iye a= 
painſt it, ſome fay Fifteen Thauſand, 
others more ; for indeed, they can 
bring,down what Multitudes they liſt, 
at an hours warning upon them; but 
hitherto 'there have not paſted many 
acts of Hoftility between them ; for 
they are now Upon a Treaty of Sixty 
days; which 1s ſaid to be politickly 
propoſed and held on foot by the Town, 
in hopes that they may in that time re= 
ceive ſome Supples of Provifion, Am- 
munition , &c. from Evgland; for they 
complain lamentably , That they are 
very ill furniſht in caſe of a Siege. Dy- 
ring this Treaty , they converle freely 
with the Moors, and ſome adventure to 
o amoneſt them , and return without 
damage; but. the Sixty days are now 
near expiring, and we do not hear of 
any good Accommodation that is like 
to be concluded , nor any extraordina- 
ry SUCCours come to the Garriſon ; but 
on the contrary , ſince we came . 
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the Mor: have been - aifilted trom ſome 
Engliſh, (as 'tis coniidently related) with 
1:00 Barrels of Powder, Landed at T an- 
Her, and ſo from thence, clandeſtine- 
* and by Roguery, {old at yery dear 
rates, and conveyed to them. © Thus tis 
too often the Cuſtom of our Natian, to 
giveaway their Swords to their Ene- 
mies , and then fight with their Teeth, 


and furniſh our Foes with means to Cur - 


our Throats. What a curſed thing is 
this private Self-Intereſt! how many 
brave Kingdoms hath it deſtroyed ! 
Whilft every one is much for himfelf, the 
Devil fools «rail.
